Davenport. la., Democrat (Editorial): Socialiitt are much better 
for a town that waiiti to grow than tightwads, reactionaries, slow¬ 
coaches, and aldermen so bent on cold business that they have no pub¬ 
lic spirit. .Milwaukee has the Socialistic germ in epidemic form. The 
mayor and a majority of the council furnish the evidence of it. They 
are in favor of buying three miles of river frontage and converting the 
property to park purposes. Suppose that some fifty years 
ago Davenport had been so fortunate as to have a solid council of So¬ 
cialists, and that it represented a public ownership majority; of voters. 
And then suppose that the river front from the Bettendorf line to 
Rockingham had hern everlastingly reserved for other uses than those 
of a common dumping and railway switch yard.

'*In addition, one of the first things 
authorized by the controller's office 
when 2 took charge was the hiring of 
the best expert accountant to be had 
to straighten out the affairs of the de¬ 
partment. get rid of antiquated meth¬ 
ods and inaugurate the veiw best up- 
to-date metho(]t in muniripal book¬ 
keeping. The result is tbit Leslie S. 


Everts, a trusted public accountant 
uf Milwaukee, is now in the employ 
of the city, and to him is largely due 
the credit of the scientific budget 
under which the city is now working. 
It is not claimed that our new plan is 
perfect or complete in every detail, 
but the foundation has been laid for 
expansion and greater efficiency in 
the future. The desired results can 
not be accomplished in one or two 
j'ears. but the way hat been opened 
and honest and persistent efforts will 
do the rest. The work already done 
will result in bringing nearer to the 
people a more detailed knowledge of 
the city's finances, and thus encour¬ 
age larger and mc;e intelligent co¬ 
operation in the solving of the many 
important problems tha: the city must 
meet. There is absolutely no chance 
for graft under the present system. 
We invite investigation and challenge 
our opponents and eritica to submit 
evidence as to any improper conduct 
financially on the part of the admin¬ 
istration. Should we be compelled to 
leave office, we shall have left the af¬ 
fairs of the city on a plane higher 
than ever before*" 

Shorn an OM System 

At an illustration of the wa^ of 
doing things under former regimes, 
Mr. Everts, the expert accountant, 
brought out an annual budget of the 
Rose administration. It was a loose- 
leafed affair, mads up of brief com¬ 
munications from the police and fire 
chiefs and other heads of depart¬ 
ments, in which a general estimate waa 
made of the amount of money needed 
by each departit^t. There was no at¬ 
tempt at itemizing. Then a massive 
volume of typewritten pages, with fig¬ 
ures arrant^d in columns, showing 
original estimate by head of depart¬ 
ment in first eolumn, estimate by con¬ 
troller In next column and final esti¬ 
mate by city council committee in 
third column, was submitted at show¬ 
ing the new way of doing things. The 
system constituted a triple check- on 
department expenditures. 

"And here is one of the most i.u- 
portant account books of the city ad¬ 
ministration." said Mr. Everts, bring¬ 
ing out an ordinary ledger. "It holds 
the minutes of the city commission on 
public debt. The commission will 
handle this year $4,000,000 of the peo¬ 
ple's money, the result of bond sales. 
The entire entries of the preceding 
commi-ssion for a period of two years 
it contained in four pages of the 
book, and here ere several vacant 
pages between entries, which showed 


that it was intended to insert minutCAj 
but some one was forgetful. Here.I 
for example, is a record of a sale of I 
bonds which does not state the date 
of bonds, the rate of interest, what] 
kind of bonds or amount p.iid or j 
amount offered. It was necessary to! 
find the record elsewhere and it wai, 
learned that the transaction repre-1 
sented the sale oL $125,000 worth ofj 
the city's securities. |
